PART I. — CRIMINAL STATISTICS. 


I.— INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 

This Report, and the detailed Tables which follow, deal with the Statistics of ^~^ ntr0 ' 
the number and nature of Criminal offences committed in Ireland during the year Remarks. 
1902 , and the measures adopted for the prevention and the punishment of crime in the 
country. The general arrangement of the various Tables is similar to that followed in 
(he Criminal Statistics for the preceding seven years.* 

Tables containing statistics for the last twenty years, with quinquennial averages, 
are included, to afford facilities for a consideration of the fluctuations in the amount 
of crime during a series of years. 

Offences are classified, under the general heads of “ indictable ” and “ non- Classifica- 

0 tion oi 

indictable.” offences. 

Indictable offences are divided into the following six classes : — 

Class I. — Offences against the person. 

Class II. — Offences against property with violence. 

Class III. — Offences against property without violence. 

Class IV. — Malicious injuries to property. 

Class Y. — Forgery and offences against the currency. 

Class VI. — Other offences not included in the above classes. 

N on-indictable offences are grouped, as far as possible, either according to their nature 
°r according to the Statutes of which they are infractions. The statistics relating to 
•hem are given in the tables showing the criminal business in the Courts of Summary 
Jurisdiction, in which tables the cases disposed of summarily are classified under two 
ieads, viz. : — 

Section A.— Indictable offences disposed of summarily. 

Section B. — Other offences disposed of summarily. 

Although classed as “ offences” many of the minor cases, that is, many of those in 
Action B., partake more of a civil than a criminal character.

Compara- The Comparative tables, as already indicated, given on pages 28-35, show in a 
tive Tables. gumm ary form the state of crime in Ireland, and the proceedings in Criminal Courts 
during each of the twenty years 1883-1902, with quinquennial averages under each 
head. 

These comparisons are shown in Tables A, B, C, and D. Tables A, B, and C refer, 
respectively, to the number of persons for trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions ; cases 
dealt with in Courts of summary jurisdiction ; and all offences of an indictable character 
reported to the police. Table D gives a summary of Tables A, B, and C under 
condensed headings for the quinquennial averages and for the year 1902 only. In 
Table E, parts I. and II., which follows, is set forth the geographical distribution 
of crime and of the principal forms thereof during the last quinquennial period as 
shown by the rates of crimes to population in each county in Ireland. Part I. gives 
under each of the selected heads, this information regarding the counties grouped 
according to their several degrees of criminality, and Part II. shows the counties 
by provinces arranged in alphabetical order. 

II.— GENERAL REVIEW. 

jj- The total number of indictable offences in Ireland,* which had risen from 8,972 in 

General 19 q 0j to 9,003 in 1901, fell to 8,736 in 1902. This represents a decrease of 3*0 
RemeW ' per cent, as compared with 1901, and of 2‘6 per cent, as compared with 1900. 

The rate represented by such crimes was only 2-0 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. The number of persons proceeded against for non-indictable offences was 
greater than in the year 1901 by 5,983, but less than the average for the ten years 
1892-1901 by 20,358. The chief increases in the non-indictable offences as compared 
with 1901, were in cases of offences in relation to Dogs, cases of Drunkenness, and 
offences against Police regulations. 

Standards There are many offences which although non-indictable are of a decidedly criminal 
by which to nature, or such as often lead up to serious crimes, still the number of “ Indictable 
prevalence Offences ” may be taken as the more correct standard by which to measure the 
of crime. prevalence of crime in relation to the population, inasmuch as the non-indictable offences 
include very many which partake largely of a civil nature. As stated above, cases

rfmces amounted to about 17,000, and in the year 1902, they rose to about 
!0 000 Most of such cases prior to 1895 were found among “Cases disposed 
f 'summarily,” and were included in “Minor Offences” in the reports under the 
, d s y s tem. ’ Proceedings against weekly tenants in towns, which are especially 
numerous in Dublin, formed another group of the cases “ Disposed of Summarily.” 
these appeared both in the Civil and the Criminal statistics ; they are now separated 
tom the Criminal statistics proper. As they tended to increase, the number of 
apparent crimes committed, they must be allowed for when instituting comparisons 
f ith the statistics for years anterior to 1895. 



The number of the serious and the minor offences in the year 1902 (exclusive of 
,ses under the Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887), and their ratio to 
ie population, are set forth in the following statement, in comparison with the 
, responding particulars for 1901. The figures for cases disposed of summarily show 
number of oersons proceeded against in such cases ; those for cases not disposed of

The Prevention of Crimes Act, 1882, and the Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) 
Act, 1887, were in operation — the former in the years 1882-5, and the latter in the years 
1887-92 and 1901-2. Under these Acts, in addition to cases which might have been 
disposed of summarily by Magistrates in Petty Sessions, many cases were dealt with 
which, in ordinary course, would have been returned for trial at Quarter Sessions or 
Assizes. The circumstances being exceptional, it was decided to exclude all the cases 
under these Acts in the years 1883-5 and 1887-92 from the ordinary Tables and Sum- 
maries in the Reports for those years, and to give them in special Tables only, and a like 
course has been followed regarding the years 1901-2. The cases referred to are also 
omitted from the retrospective Summary Tables in this volume. The total number of 
persons proceeded against under the Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887, 
in the year 1902 was 157, of whom 36 were discharged, and 104 convicted. There were 
47 appeals, with the result tha-t in 19 cases the decision of the Court below was affirmed, 
in one case it was reversed, and in 27 cases the sentence was reduced. See Tables 29, 
29a, and 29b.

III.— NATURE OF CRIMES. 

As already stated, the heads under which the various kinds of serious crime are 
grouped are as follow : — 

Class I. — Offences against the Person. 

Class II. — Offences against Property with Violence. 

Class III. — Offences against Property without Violence. 

Class IV. — Malicious Injuries to Property. 

Class V. — Forgery and Offences against the Currency. 

fi r. as s VI. — Other Offences not included in the above Classes. 

The numbers -dealt with in the following observations regarding the crimes of each 
of the six classes here mentioned are taken from the returns of cases reported to the 
police. The total number of such crimes (indictable offences) in 1 902 was 8,736 or 
2-0 per 1,000 of the population, being 267 under the number for the preceding year, 
and 236 under that for the year 1900. 

Class I. — Offences against the Person. 

The number of offences of this class fell from S77 in the year 1898, to 803 in 1899, 
to 681 in 1900, to 651 in 1901, and to 650 in 1902. 

The total number of cases of murder is 39 (20 of persons aged above one year, and 
19 of infants aged one year and under), being 14 more than in the preceding year, 
and 7 over the average for the 5 years 1897-1901. Of attempts to murder there 
were 8, as compared with 3 for the preceding year, 8 for the year 1900, and an average 
of 8 - 0 for the 5 years ending with 1901. The cases of manslaughter in 1902 were 
36, being 1 under the number for the preceding year, and 20 below the average for 
ihe five years 1897-1901. Thus the cases of homicide and attempted homicide taken 
together were 18 over the number in the preceding year, but 13 below the average 
for the five years 1897-1901. 
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Class II. — Offences against Property with Violence. 

The number of cases of offences against property with violence reported to the 
[police during the year 1902 was 719, being 89 over the number for the preceding 
[year, 263 over that for the year 1900, and 189*6 over the average for the five 
years 1897-1901. The principal items in this class are burglary and house and shop 
breaking, amounting to 583 of the total of 719 ; the other cases include 108 robberies 
and assaults with intent to rob, 26 cases of sacrilege, and 2 cases of extortion by threats. 

Class III. — Offences against Property without Violence. 

In this class the offences amounted to nearly 73 per cent, of the total number of 
indictable offences reported to the Police in 1902 : their number was 6,347, being 
171 below the number for the preceding year, and 201 below that for 1900. The 
olass practically consists of cases of larceny. 

Class IV. — Malicious Injuries to Property. 

The number of offences of this nature in 1902 was 536, being 197 less than the number 
for the preceding year, 241 under the average for the five years 1897-1901, 203 
under the average for the five years 1892-96, and 257 under the average for the five 
years 1887-1891. The 536 offences in 1902 comprised 201 cases of arson, 52 of 
setting fire to crops, plantations, &c., and 98 of killing and maiming cattle. 

Class V. — Forgery and Offences against the Currency. 

But few offences of this class are committed in Ireland. The number for the year 
1902 was 40, being slightly above the average for the five years 1897-1901 : the 
cases of coining and uttering counterfeit coin numbered 26. 

Class VI. — Other Indictable Offences. 

The indictable offences not included in any of the foregoing classes in the year 
1902 was 444, or 26 under the average number under this heading for the five 
years 1897-1901. Among the 444 cases are 233 of Intimidation by Threatening 
Letters, Notices, or otherwise (an increase of 20 as compared with the corresponding 
number for the preceding year), and 137 attempts to commit suicide, an increase of 
Son the number for 1901. 


Offences disposed of Summarily. 

Offences disposed of summarily are classified into two groups distinguished as (A) 
and (B) respectively in the Tables. Some of the indictable offences which have been 
discussed in the above remarks dealing with the police returns of crimes committed 
be found under head (A) — those, namely, in which the charges arising 
°ut of them were disposed of in Courts of Summary Jurisdiction. The number of 
such in 1902 was 3,299, or 37 - 8 per cent, of the total number of indictable offences, 
ike bulk of the 3,299 cases so disposed bf were larcenies. 

In Section (B) all non-indictable offences are included. The number of persons 
charged with such offences, in 1902, amounted to 188,539, or 42'5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The rate represented by offences of this class in 1900 was 45*3, 
an d in 1901 41-1. Although the cases in this Section are exclusive of those referred 
to on page 11 as quasi-criminal, they nevertheless comprise a large number of cases, 
® ore of a civil than a criminal character, such as some of the offences against the 
highway Acts, Police Regulations, Sanitary Laws, Hackney Carriage Regulations, 
Labour Acts, Factory Act, Shop Hours Acts, &c.

A very large number of the cases under division (B) consist of charges of drunken- 
ness (including drunkenness and disorderly conduct) and assaults. The number of the 
latter (assaults — comprising aggravated assaults, assaults on constables, and common 
assaults) in 1902 was 18,548, or 9‘4 per cent, of all offences committed. The number 
of cases of drunkenness amounts to 91,276, being 46 '3 per cent, of all offences 
committed, and 47 '6 per cent, of all cases disposed of summarily. Assault cases were 
less numerous by 42 in 1902 than in 1901, but the charges of drunkenness show an 
increase — from 88,295 to 91,276. 


The following statement exhibits the assault cases disposed of summarily, and the 
cases of drunkenness (including drunkenness and disorderly conduct) in 1902, compared, 
with each of* the ten years preceding, also the average for these 10 years : —

These numbers show that the assault cases in 1902 were less than those in any of 
the preceding ten years, and were 4,724 below the average for the decennium 1892 to 
1901. The cases of drunkenness, although 659 below the average for the decennium, 
were more numerous than in the years 1893-4-5-6 and 1901. 

The other charges disposed of summarily include 2,522 cases of cruelty to animals, 
849 cases of cruelty to children, 838 offences against the game laws, and 1,889 cases of 
malicious damage. Compared with the statistics for the preceding year cases of 
cruelty to animals show an increase of 64. The offences against the game laws have 
increased by 49 in 1902 as compared with 1901, but there was a decrease in cases of 
cruelty to children of 37, and a decrease of 175 in cases of malicious damage. 

Quasi-Criminal Offences. 

The nature and number of cases coming under this head are given in detail in Table 18. 
The applications for orders in such cases amounted to 20,198 in the year 1902. Of 
these, 4,849 were cases for orders to find sureties to keep the peace or for good 
behaviour, and 5,632 related to children, comprising 4,381 for school attendance orders, 
1,165 for Industrial school orders, and 10 for custody orders under the 1894 Act for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. Among the remaining cases are 2,325 
applications under Sanitary Law, a decrease of 545 as compared with the number in 
1901. 


IV. — GEOGRAPHICAL DISTKIBUTION OF CKIME. 

The general distribution of crime throughout the County and City Districts into 
which Ireland is divided for criminal jurisdiction and police purposes is shown in

The number of indictable offences committed may be adopted as the more reliable 
method of measuring the prevalence of crime, and it appears on comparison of 
the figures for 1902 with those for 1901, that there was an increase of such offences 
in 17 districts and a decrease in 21, and that in one district (Limerick City) the 
number showed no change. The districts where an increase occurred were, the four 
City Districts of Belfast, Cork, Londonderry, and Waterford, and the following 
Counties King’s, Louth, Westmeath, Wexford, Wicklow, Armagh, Cavan, Donegal, 
Down, Monaghan, Galway, Leitrim and Koscommon. 

The non-indictable offences show an increase in 27 districts, and a decrease in 12. 

If all forms of offences are taken collectively, the numbers also show an increase 
in 27 districts, and a decrease in 12.

Of the criminal offences in Ireland of all kinds, amounting in 1902 to 197,278, 

51,696, or 31 - 3 per cent., were committed in the towns referred to in the foregoing 
statement, although the aggregate population of these towns (912,000) constituted 
only 20-5 Tier cent, of the population of Ireland in the year 1901. The criminal offences 
presented a ratio of 6,764'9 per 100,000 of the population in the towns, against 
8,822-4. in the remainder of Ireland. Cases of drunkenness, as already remarked, 
constitute a very large proportion of the offences committed. The foregoing Table 
stows that the ratio of cases of drunkenness to the population was 2,126'4 per 
100,000 in the large town districts, against 2,026-6 in the rest of Ireland.

V.— PROCEDURE FOE THE PUNISHMENT OF CRIME. 

In Ireland, in the great majority of cases, the Police act as public prosecutors 
and the preliminary proceedings are instituted by them in most of the more serious 
offences. The offices of Crown and Sessional Crown Solicitor have been amalgamated, 
and the duties of the united offices are performed by a Crown Solicitor in the Counties 
of Carlow, Cavan, Cork City, Down, Dublin, Galway, Kerry, Kildare, Limerick County 
and City, Longford, Louth, Mayo, Monaghan, Queen’s, Roscommon, Waterford, West- 
meath, Wexford, and Wicklow. No amalgamation of offices has as yet taken 
place elsewhere, Crown business at Assizes or Quarter Sessions being discharged by 
Crown or Sessional Crown Solicitors, respectively. 

The names of districts proclaimed under special Acts of Parliament, and the titles 
of the Acts under which the proclamations were issued, will be found in Tables 10, 
11, 12, and 12a, pp. 74-5. 


The proceedings in criminal cases at Assizes and Quarter Sessions will be found 
in Tables 1 to 7.

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Included in the 37,070 were 3,679 lunatics admitted into asylums, and 1,318 children J 
admitted to industrial schools; so that 3,997, or 10'8 per cent, of the total admissions « 
to places of i detention, were of persons who cannot he considered as criminals. In n 
addition to these there are some young people and lunatics included among the k 
admissions to prisons and bridewells who were only temporarily detained prior to 0 
admission to schools or lunatic asylums. 

..The receptions of prisoners which had fallen from 33,621 in 1900 to 32,659 m 
1901 rose to 32,955 in 1902 ; there was an increase of 180 as compared with 1900, 
and an increase of 158 as compared with 1901 in the admissions to Lunatic Asylums (of 
criminal and dangerous lunatics), while the number of children admitted to Industrial 
Schools decreased from 1,356 to 1,318, and the admissions to Reformatories decreased 
from 133 to 118.

16— among the 10,593 convicted females committed to prison ; the num er o oys 
under 16 years was 89, and of the 89 there were 6 under 12 years of age_ The 
total number of convicted males committed to these prisons was 17,841, and of females 
10 593. Of the males 12-8 per cent., and of the females, 13-5 per cent were over 
50 years of age. The number of prisoners received into each prison will be found 
Table 30, and particulars as to the disposal of prisoners in Tables 31a and 31b. 
Particulars as to the .nature of sentences are given in Table 32, and details regarding 
the length of these sentences in Table 33. 

A very large proportion of those admitted to prison during the year 1902 had been ^ 
previously convicted. Of 28,434 convicted prisoners admitted to the local prisons, n e < 
wells, and convict prisons, no less than 20,174 had been previously convicted. Of these 
2,640 had been once previously convicted, 1,800 twice, 1,409 thrice, 1,281 fom U , 
1,094 five times, 2,949 six to ten times, 3,460 from eleven to twenty times and >5,591 
above twenty times. It will be observed that a very large proportion are included 
in the last two periods, the figures showing that the committals pemons who had 
previously been convicted upwards of ten times amounted to 9,051 or 31 8 per cent, 
the total number of convicted prisoners admitted to prison during e year.

From this statement it will be observed that, while 29 -8 per cent, of convicted 
prisoners committed to prison in 1902 were absolutely illiterate, only 12'7 per cent, 
of the general population in 1901, aged 12 years and upwards, were in a similar 
condition of ignorance. It is, however, to be remembered that the Census figures here 
quoted are for the population of all ranks, and are not limited to the classes which 
furnish the great bulk of the prisoners. 

The previous occupations of prisoners are shown in Table 38, but it is impossible, 
as the classification of occupations differs in several respects from that employed by 
the Census Commissioners in their report, to institute comparisons between the 
occupations of prisoners and those of the general population in a manner similar to that 
adopted above regarding education. It may, however, be noted that, of the 28,434 
prisoners convicted, 906 belonged to the domestic servant class; 13,049 by far the 
largest number for any one group — to the labouring classes ; 732 to the class of factory 
workers; 3,395 to the artizan class; 118 were foremen or overlookers of labour; 268 
belonged to the class of shopmen, shopwomen, and clerks ; 2,660 to the class of shop- 
keepers and dealers; 23 to professional employments; 346 to the class of sailors, 
marines, and soldiers; and 4,310 (or 40 ’7 per cent, of the 10,593 female prisoners) are 
classified as prostitutes 1 . It is to be noted that some of the prisoners were committed 
to prison more than once during the year, and that the statistics have reference to 
the number of committals of convicted prisoners, not to .the number of individuals 
committed. 

Reformatory Schools. 

Tables 41-7 contain various details relating to the inmates of institutions for the 
prevention of crime, namely, Reformatory and Industrial Schools.

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From this table it appears that the number of children in Ireland on the rolls of ^ 
Reformatory Schools at the end of 1902, was 561, or 35 under the number at the close , 
ofthe preceding year, which was 28 under that for 31st December, 1900. There was a < 
decrease of 44 in the number under sentence in the schools and an increase of 8 on , 
licence. Two ofthose on the rolls at the close of 1902, and one of the number on the j 
tolls at the end of 1901, had absconded with sentence unexpired. 

Ofthe 561 of both sexes on the rolls at the close of the year 1902, 501 were boys and , 
only 60 girls. The number committed during the year was 118, being 15 under the I 
committals in the preceding year. The number of boys committed in 1902 was 102, 
19 less than in the year 1901, and the number of girls 16, or 4 over the 
number for 1901.

None of the 16 girls and only three of' the 102 boys come under the bead of the 
illegitimate, the deserted, and those having both parents destitute or criminal. Those 
having both parents living, and who are not included in the foregoing formed 59 8 per 
cent ofthe boys and 62'5 per cent, ofthe girls.

It appears from this that the number of children on the rolls of Industrial 
Schools in Ireland at the end of 1902 (8,297) was 43 over that for the close of the 
preceding year, which was 33 over the number at the end of 1900. Of the total 
number, 7 , 8M were in the schools undergoing their sentence of detention, 100 were 
retained in school with their own consent although their sentences had expired, 376 
were on licence, and 7 (6 boys and 1 girl) had absconded.

The number of children admitted to Industrial Schools during the year was 1,318 
showing a decrease of 38 as compared with the admissions for the year 1901. 
The number of girls admitted increased from 662 in 1901, to 695 in 1902 and the 
number of boys decreased from 694 in 1901 to 623 in 1902. 

It will be observed that 56‘6 per cent, of the boys admitted during last year and 67'0 
per cent, of the girls were brought under training in these schools before they had 
reached the age of ten years. 

Criminal and Dangerous Lunatics. 

The Criminal Law recognises two classes of insane persons, viz. : — One— criminal 
lunatics — consisting of those persons who have actually committed criminal 
. offences, and would, were they sane, be liable to punishment for their crimes ; and 
the other, and by far the more numerous class— dangerous lunatics — consisting of 
persons who have not committed any criminal act, but who, having shown signs of 
mental derangement, have become a source of anxiety to their friends and neighbours 
who apprehend danger at their hands. The former class are, in the first instance, 
treated as criminal cases, and proceedings instituted with the view of bringing them to 
justice for the crimes with which they are charged. These persons' are sent for trial 
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and on being found insane are detained as lunatics ; to these may be added persons who 
become insane while awaiting trial or during imprisonment. Dangerous lunatics 
ire dealt with in a different way. They are charged before two Justices of the 
Peace (or a Metropolitan Police Magistrate) as being dangerous, and if the charge be 
proved to the satisfaction of the Justices an order is signed for their committal to a 
lunatic asylum ; in such cases it is not necess'ary to prove an actual criminal offence. 
These persons cannot in any sense be considered as criminals, and as a matter of fact 
this method of procedure is frequently resorted to as the means of placing under restraint 
ordinary troublesome lunatics belonging to the industrial classes of the community.

(a.) The titles of offences (Column 1) are much condensed. The fuller titles, and the offences comprised 
under each head, are given on page 36 of the Criminal Statistics for 1895. 

(6.) The Tables show the number of persons prosecuted, not the number of offences. Where, therefore, any 
person is prosecuted at the same Assizes or Sessions for several offences, one offence has to be selected for 
tabulation ; and the rule to be followed is to select that for which the proceedings were carried to the furthest 

sta^e to trial if there were several indictments, to conviction and sentence if prisoner was tried on several 

charges. If there are several convictions, the offence selected is that for which the heaviest punishment was 
awarded. If the final result of proceedings on two or more charges is the same, the more serious offence (as 
measured by the maximum penalty allowed by the law) appears in the Tables. 


(c.) Where, in addition to the offence thus selected for detailed tabulation, the same person is prosecuted 
for other offences of a distinct character, and charged in separate indictments, the number of these additional 
charges is given in columns 23 to 25 of the Tables, column 23 giving the total number of such charges, 
column 24 the number resulting in convictions, and column 25 the number for which separate sentences (not 
concurrent with those in columns 11 to 18) are passed. Only distinct offences charged in separate indictments 
are included in these columns ; additional indictments merely varying the form of the charge, and additional 
charges appearing as counts in the same indictment, are excluded. 

(d.) Where a person is prosecuted for one offence and convicted for another (e.g. committed for murder and 
convicted of manslaughter), the case appears on3y under the offence of which he was convicted. 

(e.) Columns 2, 3, and 4 (“ Numbers for Trial ”) include only such cases as actually come before the Assizes 
or Quarter Sessions. Persons who die, escape from prison, abscond while on bail, or are removed to an 
asylum before trial, are not included. 

(/.) Column 13 (“ Imprisonment ”) does not include the sentences of imprisonment which sometimes precede 
sentences of detention in a Reformatory School, nor does it include sentences of imprisonment in default of 
payment of fine, or in default of finding sureties. 

(p.) Columns 16 and 20 (“ Fine”) include all cases where payment of a fine is imposed as the sentence or 
part of the sentenoe, whether the fine is actually paid or not. 

( h .) Columns 18 and 22 (“ Recognizances ”) include cases where recognizances are l-equired, whether with 
or without sureties, and, if sureties are required, whether they are foxxnd or not. 

(i.) Columns 19 to 22 are for those cases where more than one pxxnisliment is imposed for the same offence. 
Thus, if a person convicted of larceny is sentenced to be imprisoned and whipped, the imprisonment appears in 
Column 13 the whipping in column 21,

There are a large number 
of cases which are quasi-criminal in character, but where the procedure is by complaint, leading, not to a 
conviction, but to the making of an order. These are provided for in a separate Table — No. 18. 

(b.) The Tables show the number of persons prosecuted, not the number of offences. Where, therefore, 
any person is prosecuted at the same time for several offences, one offence has to be selected for tabulation, 
and the rules followed are the same as in Table 1 to 5 (see note (6) page 40).

(f.) Columns 7 to 13, “ Imprisonment,” do not include the preliminary imprisonment in Reformatory 
School cases, nor terms of imprisonment in default of paying fine or of finding sureties. 


(ff.) Column 14, “Reformatory School,” contains all cases of persons sentenced to Reformatory School 
detention, whether they are actually admitted to a reformatory or not. Details as to cases actually received 
in reformatories are given in Table 41.

Columns 17, 17a, and 20, “ Recognizances,” include all cases where the defendant is ordered to find 
sureties, whether the sureties are found or not. It must be remembered, however, that the Table applies 
only to convictions, and that it does not include cases where a person is required to find sureties upon 
complaint.

In selecting 
the offence for tabulation the same principle is followed as in Tables 1 to 5— the charge resulting in conviction 
or committal for trial has preference to the others ; and subject to this the more serious offence is selected If 
there are two or more convictions at the same time, that for which the heavier sentence is inflicted is regarded 
as the more serious. These columns include only cases disposed of within the year. Cases pending at the end 
of the year are reserved for inclusion in the following year’s tables. 


(e.) Columns 7, 8, lo, and 16, “Discharged,” contain cases where the Magistrate does not assume 'power to 
try the case summarily, but discharges the accused under Section 15 of the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act 1851 
or Section 25 of the Indictable Offences (Ireland) Act, 1849.

PART II— CIVIL STATISTICS. 


The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all 
Courts in Ireland 


The Courts and Offices are divided into those which relate to the Central 
Administration of Justice and those connected with the Local Administration of 
Justice, the latter being classified into larger and smaller District Administration of 
Justice, according to the nature and extent of the Special Jurisdiction. 


I.— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, 
consisting of the Chancery and King’s Bench Divisions, and the Court of the 
Land Commission. Under the head of the King’s Bench Division are comprised the 
former King’s Bench, Exchequer, Common Pleas, and Probate and Matrimonial 
Courts, the High Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. 


The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., His Majesty’s Court of Appeal, 
Ireland ; Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the King’s Bench Division ; the 
Privy Council in Ireland ; His Majesty in Council ; and the House of Lords ; 
are grouped along with the other Central Jurisdictions, as being closely connected 
with them. The proceedings in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved are dealt with 
in Part I., Criminal Statistics.

The amount of property passed in accounts decreased from £1,512,747 in 1901 to 
£483,159 in 1902, being a decrease of £1,029,588, following an increase of £1,047,441 
in 1901 as compared with 1900. 


There remained at the end of the year in the Chambers of the Lord Chancellor, the Minor mat- 
Master of the Rolls, and the Vice-Chancellor, 905 Wards of Court. The new Minor Chambers, 
or Infancy Matters in the year were 42, relating to 104 Wards, in comparison with 17 
new Matters and 32 new Wards in 1901. 


The number of actions by writ of summons was 555, being 38 over the number Clerk of 
(517) in 1901, and 98 over that for 1900. The proportion of lower scale to higher ^d°Writs. 
scale was as 15 to 85 per cent. The originating summonses (432) were 17 in excess of Tahle 4. 
the summonses filed in 1901. In the Notice Department there were 11,910 original 
documents, or 388 over the number in 1901, but 447 under that for 1900; and 
38,703 copies, being 619 under the number in 1901. The number for 1900 was 47,531. 

The Lord Chancellor made thirty-eight orders on Petitions as to Commissioners for Lora Chan- 
administering oaths for the High Court of Justice. There were three orders on g^retory

Petitions as to Notaries. The orders as to other Petitions, including Minor Matters, 
were 45. The warrants for Magistrates were 180, as compared with 183 in 1901, 205 
in 1900, and 184 in 1899. There were no warrants as to Coroners. 

In Table 5 are included the particulars of the petitions — 36 on the higher and 5 on 
the lower scale — set down for hearing before the Master of the Rolls in the return of 
the Secretary at the Rolls. 

The number of proceedings in the Crown and Hanaper Office returned by the Clerk 
of the Crown and Hanaper for 1902 was 1,686, being a decrease of 3,975 from the 
year 1901. 


Land Judge. 

Under the Land Judge the gross annual value of Estates sold in the year ended 1st 
November, 1 902, was £56,875, and the amount of purchase-money of such Estates was 
£347,243 Cash, and £591,192 Land Stock. These sums are the proceeds of 
the sale of Estates of various classes, that is to say : — Estates which the owner in the 
matter held in fee-simple or in which he had only a life estate, or other terminable 
interest, the purchase-moneys in such cases only representing the value of the owner’s 
interest. A large proportion of the Estates were, however, sold to the occupying 
tenants, and in these cases the purchase-moneys include not only the value of the 
owner’s interest in the estate, but the value of the superior interests which, under the 
Land Purchase Acts, it is necessary to redeem so as to vest the fee-simple in the tenants. 

The number of Matters in reference to which proceedings before the Land Judge 
were pending at the close of the year ended 1st November, 1902, was 2,805, as compared 
with 2,796 in 1901. 

The number of petitions' filed in the year ended 31st October, 1902, was 66, being 
8 over the number in 1901, and 3 over that for 1900, only 15 being by owners. 
The number of affidavits filed, 2,929, is 2,367 under that for 1901, and 21 below 
the number for 1900. 

Tlie number of abstracts of title lodged was 70, and the number of deeds and other 
documents lodged 2,678 ; in L901 the corresponding numbers were 70 and 2,823, 
respectively. 


King's Bench Division. 

The proceedings at the Plea side of the King’s Bench Division are given in a 
single table arranged in quarterly divisions ; the figures have, however, been supplied 
by three officers — the Clerk of Writs, the Master, and the Registrar. 

Writs of summons, which were 19,966 in 1898, fell to 17,867 in 1899, to 16,970 
in 1900, and to 16,032 in 1901, rose to 17,725 in 1902. The number of cases which 
actually came to trial by jury in Dublin in 1902 was 299, being 70 over the number 
in 1901, and 48 over that for 1900; the amount of money recovered at these trials, 
which was £26,481 in 1899, declined to £25,056 in 1900, and to £19,728 in 1901, but 
rose in 1902 to £25,831. In this connection it may be observed that the amount and 
importance of Judicial business in Ireland, cannot be adequately estimated from the 
mere amounts either claimed or recovered by suitors. 

Of the other business of the Division on the Plea side, there were 16,357 affidavits, 
an increase of 842 as compared with the number in 1901, which Was 534 higher than 
that for 1900. 
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The returns of the proceedings at Chambers and before a single Judge in Court show 
that the number of summonses in 1902 was 240, or 33 under the number in 1901 ; that 
the number of motions on notice before a single Judge was 821, or 284 over 
that for the year 1901, and 350 over the number for the year 1900 ; and that the 
exparte motions (including consent orders) granted, were 1,370, or 408 under the number 
in 1901.

From the above table it appears that there was a general increase of business in the 
office in 1902, as compared with 1901, in which year the amount of business was less 
than in 1900. The number of Judgments of the Irish Superior Courts registered was 
2,412, being 228 over the number for the year 1901, but 13 under that for 1900. 

Two only of the Irish Judgments registered in 1902 were obtained before 15th July, 
1850 (which judgments alone affect land without being registered in the Deeds Office 
as a Judgment Mortgage) : of the 124 Judgments re-registered all were obtained before 
that date. 

A comparison of the number of judgments registered with the number of executions 
issued on Judgments in the King’s Bench Division, shows that 5,010 judgment 
executions are returned in the proceedings in M aster’s Office as entered up, and that 
2,412 judgments were registered in the Registry of Judgments Office.

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Table 22 contains a. return of proceedings in the Local Registration of Title (Ireland) 
Office, under 54 and 55 Vie., cap. 86, for the year 1902. During the -year there 
were 261- — 223 compulsory, and 38 voluntary — applications^ for first registration and 
5,909 cases were lodged by the Irish Land Commission under Section 23 (l) b. 

Bills of Sale are registered by the Master of the King’s Bench Division, and included 
in his return of business at the Plea side. They are grouped here with the business in 
other offices of registration. The number of bills of sale was 243, as compared with 
228 in 1901, 241 in 1900, and 256 in 1899. 

The number of deeds registered in the Registry of Deeds Office in the year was 27,445, 
as compared with 29,769 in 1901, 24,900 in 1900, and 28,290 in 1899. Judgment 
Mortgage Affidavits are included therein : their number in 1902 was 552, as compared 
with 491 in 1901, and 536 in 1900. TJie searches made by the public were 5,245 ; those 
lodged for official search were 3,732, of which 1,843 were negative searches, and 1,889 
common searches. The abstract book was, on the 31st December, 1900, entered up to 
3rd December, 1900, on the 31st December, 1901, it was entered up to 17th December, 
1901, and on the 31st December, 1902, it was entered up to 16th December, 1902, In 
1900 the Lands Index was entered to the 16th of November, in 1901 to the 16th 
November, and in 1902 to the 18th November. The Transcription of Memorials was 
completed to 13th December, in 1900, to 13th December, in 1901, and to the 5th 
December in 1902. The negative searches lodged but not made were 106 in 1900, 26 
in 1901, and 9 in 1902, and the common searches lodged but not made numbered 70 
in 1900, 22 in 1901, and 30 in 1902. 

The negative searches made and ready for delivery but not taken out amounted to 
462, and the common searches to 70. 

Taxation of Costs. 

The amount of Costs claimed in the Consolidated Taxing Office amounted to 
£305,299. The ^corresponding amount for 1901 was £326,582, which shows a 
decrease of £21,283 for 1902. The amount allowed was £267,726, as compared with 
£291,125 in the preceding year, being a decrease of £23,399.* 

By the ; Rules of the Supreme Court (Ireland) 1899, dated 5th December, 1899, 
Order 91, Rule 112, it is provided that all Bills of Costs in any matter of Bankruptcy 
arrangement or Insolvency shall: be taxed by one of the Taxing Masters of the High 
Court; subject, however, to the provisions of Section 51 of the 20 and 21 Vic., cap. 60. 

Administration I of Property. 

There were 43 new receivers appointed by the Land Judge (or other Judge of the High 
Court, but accounting to the Land Judge), in the year 1902, as compared with 45 in 
1901, 42 in 1900, 40 in- 1899, 45 in 1898, 54 in 1897, 52 in 1896, 68 in 1895, 63 in 
1894, 96 in 1893, 71 in 1892, 90 in 1891, 150 in 1890, and 156 in 1889. The total 
number under the Land Judge at the end of the year was 832 as compared with; 966 
at the end of 1901, and 1,004 at the end of 1900. 

The year’s rental under the Court of the receivers and guardians who passed accounts, 
which are filed in the Consolidated Record and Writ Office, is £165,499, of which 
£50,544 was in minor matters, and £114,955 in other actions and suits. 

* Note. — In consequence of the Decision in the case of In re “ Kingdon and Wilson .” (1902), 2 ch. 24,2, 
deciding that payments for Estate Duty should not be charged in a Solicitor’s Bill of Costs, but are 
properly included in his cash account with his client, the Taxing Masters have generally disallowed 
in “ Probate ” Bills of Costs the Estate Duty. The result has been that the gross amount of the 
Bills certified for 1902 is less than that for the year 1901 ; excluding the Estate Duty in question 
from computation, the returns show a considerable increase of business.

It appears that the number of petitions of Bankruptcy in 1902 was 169, the 
number for 1901 being 172, and that for 1900 being 154. The petitions for 
arrangement (including 42 private arrangements turned into Bankruptcy) were 211. 
In 1901 the number was 241, and in 1900, 206. 

Details regarding the Bankruptcies and Insolvencies under the charge of each Official 
Assignee not finally wound up on the 3 1 st December, 1902, are given in Tables 32 
and 33.

In Tables 39-43, the Proceedings in the Supreme Courts of Appeal, during the year 
1902, with the exception of those in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved, are shown. 

During the year 1902, 62 appeals from final judgments from Divisions of the High 
Court of Justice were heard and judgment delivered by His Majesty’s Court of Appeal 
in Ireland, 34 of which appeals were from the Chancery, and 28 from the King’s Bench 
Division. There were 90 appeals from interlocutory orders from Divisions of the High 
Court of Justice heard, and judgment delivered, including exparte Appeals, viz.: — 16 from 
the Chancery and 74 from the King’s Bench Division. Thirty-eight appeals from other 
Judges or Courts ; were heard of these 4 were appeals from Local Bankruptcy Courts, 
£ were Registry (of Voters) Appeals, 11 were Workmen’s Compensation Act Appeals, 
5 were appeals from the Irish Land Commission, two were appeals under the Local 
Government (Ireland), Act, 3 898, and there were 5 appeals by special leave under 
Sec. 8, County Courts Appeals (Ireland) Act, 1889. There were also IS original 
motions heard. The Judgments delivered were 193. In 102 of these the Judgment 
below was affirmed; in 78 it was reversed; in 9 it was varied; and in 4 the 
Judgment below was reversed with Declaration, Direction, or Finding. The Court 
sat on 133 days. 

There were 4 applications to the Privy Council in Ireland under the Tramways 
(Ireland) Acts. There was one appeal against the decision of a Judge of Assize, under

petitions against Provisional Orders under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883-1886;

2 petitions against Provisional Orders under the “Local Government (Ireland) Act, 
1898,” Sect.

The causes entered for trial on circuit in 1902 numbered 201, being 16 more than 
the number fir the year 1S01. The amount recovered was £8,627 as against £7,902 
in 1901, £4,542 in 1900, and £5,762 in 1899

It appears that the ejectments executed, which were 1,933 in 1899, fell in 1900 to 
1,917, in 1901 to 1,553, rose in 1902 to 1,579.

From the foregoing statements it appears that during the year 1902 “ fair rents ” were- 
fixed in 4,574 first statutory term cases (2,619 in court and 1,955 out of court), and 
11,296 second statutory term cases (7,950 in court and 3,346 out of court) the 
“ former rent ” of the holdings dealt with in the first statutory term cases being 
£73,861., and the judicial rents registered by the Court £60,281, showing a reduc- 
tion of £13,580, or 18'4 per cent, of the ‘ ‘ former rent ” ; and the amount of the fiist 
statutory term judicial rents in the cases in which second term rents were fixed being 
£199,676, which was reduced to a judicial rent of £1 62,204 for the second statutory 
term, showing a reduction of £37,472,' or 18 '8 per cent, of the judicial rent for the

ended 31st December, 1901, none ; and in the year ended 31st December, 1 902, none ; the 
total number up to the last mentioned date being 25,367, of whom 12,954, or 51-1 per 
cent., were in Ulster ; 5,2A4, -or 20'5 per cent., in Munster; 4,221, or 16-6 per cent,, in 
Leinster; and 2,988, or 11'8 per cent., in Connaught. The total Purchase money for 
the whole period, from the 22nd August, 1885, to the 31st December, . 1902, was

In the year 1892 (the 
first in which Loans were issued under the Act of 1891), the amount -lent was £9A, 448, 
and the Purchase money agreed upon £95,149 ; in the year 18.93 the Loans were £646,546, 
and the Purchase money £664,873 ; in the year 1894 the Loans were £787,597, and the 
Purchase money £809,150 ; in the. year 1895 the Loans were £575,541, and the Purchase 
money, £595,041; in the year 1896 the Loans were £437,264, and the Purchase money 
£454,952 ; in the year 1897 the Loans were £700,757, and the Purchase money 
£715,858; in the year 1898 the Loans were £1,484,686, and the Purchase' money 
£1,512,482 ; in the year 1899 the Loans were £1,771,966, and the Purchase money

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The preceding summaries show that the total amount of Loans issued under the three Local 
Acts (1885, 1891, and 189(5), from August, 1885, to the close of the year 1902, was 
£21,878,916, and the gross amount of Purchase money agreed upon was £22.277,582. Justice. 
The Loans were made to 66,251 Tenant purchasers, of whom 28,237, or 42'6 per cent., 
were in Ulster; 13,613, or 20 - 6 per cent., in Munster; 12,257, or 18 ‘5 per cent., in 
Leinster; and 12,144, or 18'3 per cent., in Connaught.

The revision of the General Jurors’ Lists resulted in the striking off of 53,220 Revision of 
out of 125,602 persons, or 42‘4 per cent. ; there were only 71 persons added by and^corre^' 
Revision Court, 70 being in the City of Dublin, and one in the County Antrim. tion of 

Besides those struck off on revision there were 336 exempted, by Clerks of the Books 
Peace, and 8 struck off the books by Judges. This gives the total number of Jurors Table 59. 
on the corrected General Jurors’ Books for 1903 (when handed to the Sheriffs) in all 
Ireland as 72,109, of whom 58,050 were on rated qualification, 10,328 were £10 
freeholders, 3,041 were £20 leaseholders, 656 Directors or Managers of Public Com- . 
panies, and 34 Harbour Commissioners. 

In the case of 18,493 persons on the Special Jurors’ Lists, 7,530 persons were struck- 
off by Revision Court, 172 were exempted by the Clerks of the Peace, 8 were 
struck off the books by Judges, and 113 were added by Revision Court, so that there 
was a net reduction of 7,597, or 41 per cent. When handed to the Sheriffs the books 
showed 10,896 Special Jurors. 

The number of jurors returned as summoned in the year -was 43,920, as Jurors 
compared with 44,266 in 1901. Of the number for 1902, 4,687 were Grand t^iTco*' 
Jurors* for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts; 8,575 were Grand Jurors 
for Quarter Sessions; 2,009* were Special Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and 
Superior Courts; 13,702 were Petit and Common Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and 
Superior Courts; 14,054 were Petit Jurors for Quarter Sessions ; 839 were Jurors in 
Civil Bill cases before County Court Judges or Recorders; and 54 were Jurors for 
other purposes.
